dred and ninety-fix, when Emiſſaries were 
ſent into the Province of Leinſter to Her 


gate the Syſtem.—It appeared diſtinctly to 


your Committee that the ſtale Pretexts of 


Parliamentary Reform and Catholic Emanci- 


| pation were found ineffectual for the Seduc- 


tion of the People of that Province, and 
therefore the Emiſſaries of Treaſon who had 


undertaken it, in order to prevail with them 


to adopt the Syſtem of Organization, firſt 
repreſented that it was neceſſary in their own 
Defence, as their Proteſtant Fellow-ſubje&s 
had entered into a ſolemn League and Cove. 
nant to deſtroy them, having ſworn to wade 


up to their Knees in Popiſh Blood. — The 


People were next taught to believe that their 
Organization would lead to the Abolition of 
Tithes, and to a Diſtribution of Property, 
inaſmuch as they would become Members of 
a Democracy which would govern the Coun- 
try; and under the Influence of theſe falſe, 
wicked, and artful Suggeſtions, the Syſtem 
of Organization appears to have been gra- 
dually extended by the Emiſſaries of the 
Iriſh Directory into the Provinces of Leinſter, 
Munſter and Connaught. —The better to impoſe 
on the People, the Syſtem was firſt repre- 
{ſented to be purely for civil or political Pur- 
poſes. The inferior Societies at their original 
Inſtitution conſiſted each of thirty-ſix Mem- 


bers, they were however, afterwards reduced 
to twelve - theſe twelve choſe a Secretary and 


Treaſurer, and the Secretaries of five of theſe 


Societies, formed what was called a lower 


Baronial Committee, which had the imme. 
diate Direction and Superintendence of the 
five Societies who thus contributed to its 


Inftitution. From each lower Baronial Com- 
mittee thus. conſtituted, one Member was 
delegated to an upper Baronial Committee, 
which in like Manner aſſumed and exerciſed 
the Superintendence and Direction of all the 
lower Baronial Committees in the ſeveral 


Counties. — The next ſuperior Committees 


were, in populous Towns, diſtinguiſhed by the 


Name of Diſtrict Committees, and in Coun- 
ties by the Name of County Committees, and 


were compoſed of Members delegated by the 
upper Baronials. Each upper Baronial Com- 
Ay a mittee delegated one of its Members to the 
ing the Perſons and confiſcating the Property 


Diſtrict or County Committee, and theſe Diſ- 
trict or County Committees had the Superin- 
tendence and Direction of all the upper Baro- 


nials, who contributed to their Inſtitution.— 


Having thus organized the ſeveral Counties 


and populous Towns, a ſubordinate Directory 


was erected in each of the four Provinces, - 


_ compoſed of two Members or three, according 
to the Extent and Population of the Diſtriats. 
which they repreſented, who were delegated 


to a Provincial Committee, which had the 


immediate Direction and Superintendence of 
the ſeveral County and Diſtrict Committees 


in each of the four Provinces; and a General 
Executive Directory compoſed of five Per- 
ſons, was elected by the Provincial Direc- 


tories, but the Election was ſo managed that 


none but the Secretaries of the Provincials 
knew on whom the Election fell—It was 


made by Ballot, but not reported to the Elec-. 
tors, the Appointment was notified only to 
thoſe on whom the Election devolved, and 


the Executive Directory thus compoſed, aſ- 
ſumed and exerciſed the ſupreme and un- 


controuled Command of the whole Body 


of the Union. 


The Manner of communicating the Orders 
iſſued by the Executive Directory, was pecu- 
larly calculated to baffle Detection. One 


Member of the Executive alone ne 
e | cate 
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cated with one Member of each Provincial 
Committee or Directory, — The Order was 
tranſmitted by him to the Secretary of each 


County or Diſtrict Committee in his Pio- 


vince, - The Secretaries of the County and 
Diſtrict Committees, communicated with the 


Secretaries of the upper Baronials in each 


County, they communicated with the Secre- 
taries of the lower Baronial Committees, who 
gave the Order to the Secretaries of each 
Subordinate Committee, by whom it was 
given to the ſeveral inferior Members of the 
Union.—It appears to your Committee, that 


the Leaders and Directors of this Conſpiracy 


having completed this their revolutionary 
Syſtem in the Province of Ulſer ſo early as 
the tenth of May one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ninety-five; and having made con- 
ſiderable Progreſs in eſtabliſhing it in the 


Autumn and Winter of one thouſand ſeven 
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as it was called, to co-operate with them; 
or to form a regular Plan of Inſurrection 


in Caſe it ſhould be ordered, without wait- 


ing for French Aſſiſtance; and it appears 
to your Committee, that a regular and 
digeſted Plan of Inſurrection was aQually 
formed and reduced to Writing in April one 
thouſand ſeven hundred e; ninety-ſeven, 
which was given up for that Time only from 
the Repreſentations of the Executive Direc- 
tory of the Union that ſpeedy and effectual 


Aſſiſtance was promiſed from France. For 
the Purpoſe of arming this Body, Orders 


were given by the Iriſſi Directory, that every 
Member of the Union who had the Means, 
ſhould provide himſelf with Fire-arms and 
Ammunition, and that ſuch Perſons, whoſe 


Means would not afford any other Weapons, 


ſhould provide themſelves with Pikes—which 


Order appeared to your Committee to have 
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hundred and ninety-ſix in the Province of 
Leinſter, proceeded at that Period to convert 
it into a Military Shape and Form, for the 
undiſguiſed Project of Rebellion; and this 
Project has been diſtinctly and unequivocally 
acknowledged by the aforeſaid Arthur O Con- 
nor, William-James M. Nevin, Thomas-Adidis 
Emmett, and Oliver Bond, who have confeſſed 
themſelves to have been leading and active 
Members of this Conſpiracy, as will appear 
more diſtinctly to your Lordſhips from the 
Confeſſions which they have made before your 
Committee, annexed by way of Appendix to 
this Report.

Meſſrs. Arthur O'Connor, Thomas-Addis Em- 


ett, William James M*Nevin, and Oliver 


Bond, all of whom have been Members of

Communication within their Knowledge 
which took Place between the ITriſi and the 


French Directories, and that the Propoſition 


originally moved from France Your Com- 


mittee however are of Opinion, that the

Place in Conſequence of an Application ori-

Miſſion, between the Month of June, one 
_ thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-five, and 


the Month of January, one thouſand ſeven 


hundred and ninety-fix, at which Time the 


Meſſenger ſo ſent had returned to Ireland ; 


and your Committee have firong Reaſon to 


believe, that Edward- John Lewins, who now 


is and has been for a conſiderable Time the 
accredited reſident Ambaſſador of the 1ri//: 


Rebellions Union to the French Republic, 
was the Perſon thus diſpatched in the Sum- 
mer of one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
ninety-five. It appears to your Committee 


that the Propoſition ſo made by the French 


Directory, of Aſſiſtance to the Rebels of this 


Kingdom, was taken into Conſideration by 
the Executive Directory of the ITriſi Union 
immediately after it was communicated to 
them, that they did agree to accept the 


proffered Aſſiſtance, and that their Deter- 


ger and your Committee have ſtrong Reaſon 


to believe, that the Invaſion of this Kingdom 
which was afterwards attempted, was fully 


arranged at an Interview which took Place 
in Sit zerland in the Summer of one thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and ninety- fix, near the 
French Frontier, between Lord Edward Fitz- 


gerald, the aforeſaid Mr. Arthur O'Connor, 


and General Hoche.— It appears to your Com- 


mittee, that in the Month of October or No.

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ninety-ſix, the hoſtile Armament which ſoon 


after appeared in Bantry Bay, was announced 


to the Iriſh Directory by a ſpecial Meſſenger 
diſpatched from France, who was alſo in- 
ſtructed to enquire into the State of Prepa- 
ration in which this Country flood, which 
Armament was then ſtated to the /ri/h Di- 
rectory. to conſiſt of fifteen thouſand Troops, 
together with a conſiderable Quantity of 
Arms and Ammunition intended for the Uſe 
of the 1r// Republican Union. — In a few 
Days after the Departure of the Meſſenger 
who had been thus ſent to announce the 
ſpeedy Arrival of this Armament on the 
Coaſts of this Kingdom, it appears to your 
Committee, that a Letter from France was 


received by the Iriſi Directory, which was 
conſidered by them as authentic, ſtating 


that the projected Deſcent was poſtponed 


for ſome Months, and to this Circumftance 
it has been fairly acknowledged to your 
Committee, by one of the Tr:/h Directory, 
that this Country was indebted for the good 


Conduct of the People in the Province of 


Munſter, when the Enemy appeared. in 


Bantry Bay.—He 'has confeſſed that theſe 


contradictory Communications threw the 


Triſh Directory off their Guard, in Conſe- 
quence of which they omitted to prepare 


the People for the Reception of the Enemy.— 
He has confeſſed that the People were loyal, 
becauſe they were left to themſelves.—It ap- 
pears to your Committee, that after the At. 


tempt to invade this Kingdom in December, 


one thouſand, ſeven hundred and ninety-ſix, 
had failed, the 7r7// Directory renewed their 
Solicitations to France for Aſſiſtance, and it 


was determined by them to eſtabliſh a re- 
gular Communication and Correſpondence 


with the Directory of France, by a reſident 


accredited 1ri/h Miniſter at Paris.—Accord- 


ingly it appears to your Committee, that in 
April, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 


ninety-ſeven, Edward-John Lewins of this 


City, Attorney at Law, was diſpatched from 
hence, under the aſſumed Name of Thomp- 
ſon, to act as the Miniſter of the Triſh Re- 


publican Dire&ory at Paris. That he went 


by Way of Hamburgh, where he obtained a 
Letter of Credence from the French Miniſter 
to General Hocke, with whom he had a 
Conference at Franckfort, from whence he 
proceeded to Paris, where he has continued 
mination was made known to the Directory 
of the French Republic by a ſpecial Meſſen- 


to reſide from that Time, as the Miniſter of 
the Executive Directory of the Republic of 
Ireland. It appears to your Committee, that 


in June, one thouſand ſeyen hundred and 


ninety.ſeven, ..a ſecond Meſſenger, Doctor 


William-Fames Me Nevin, was, diſpatched by 


the ſame Directory to Paris, with more 
preciſe Inſtructions than they were enabled 
to give to Lewzns, and that M. Vevin alſo 


took Hamburgh in his Way, where finding 
ſome Difficulty in obtaining a Paſſport from 
Rheynhart.. the French Miniſter to enable 
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him to go to Faris, he preſented a Memoir 
in Writing to that Miniſter, containing the 
Subſtance of his Inſtructions from his Em- 
ployers, to be tranſmitted to the Directory of 
the French Republic. M Nevin has ſtated to 
vour Committee the principal Points of this 
Memoir, in which it was recommended par— 
ticularly to the Directory of the French Re- 
public, on their next Attack upon this King- 
dom, rather to make a Landing at Oy/ter- 


haven than at Bantry, as the Reduction of 


the City of Cork would be thereby confider- 
ably facilitated-—and he has flated, that it 


alſo contained every Species of Information 


which occurred to the Jriſi Directory as 
uſeful to the Enemy in their projected In- 
vaſion of this Kingdom, the Particulars of 


which your Committee forbear further to 
detail, as they have annexed the ſaid 


M Nevin's Confeſſion, made to them by 
Way of Appendix to this Report. —It ap- 
pears to your Committee, that the ſaid 
M<Nevin having obtained a Paſſport from 
the French Miniſter at Hamburgh, ſoon after 


the Delivery of his Memoir to him, pro- 
ceeded directly to Paris, where he had ſeveral 
Conferences with ſome of the Miniſters of 


the French Republic, in which he preſſed 
ſtrongly upon them the Advantages of a ſe- 
cond Armament againft this Kingdom, in 
which an additional Supply of Arms was re- 
preſented as neceſſary, from the Seizure which 


had been made, by Order of Government, of 
Arms which had been collected for Rebellion 
in the Northern Province; and the Expenſes 


of this Armament, as well as of that which 
had already failed, he undertook, for the 


| Triſh Directory, ſhould be defrayed on the 


Eſtabliſhment of a Republic in Ireland; and 


in theſe Conferences it appears to your Com- 
mittee, that it was ſtrongly impreſſed upon 
the French Directory to make the Separation 


of Ireland from the Kingdom of Great Bri- 


lain an indiſpenſable Condition of any Treaty 


of Peace which might be concluded in Con- 
ſequence of the Negotiation which then de- 
pended at Life :—The better to impreſs his 


Arguments, a ſecond written Memoir was 


preſented by the ſaid 1M*Newvin, enforcing as 
ſtrongly as he could, every Thing which he 


had theretofore urged, to encourage the In- 
vaſion of this Kingdom by a French Force, 
and to induce the Directory of the French 


Republic to continue the War with Great 
Britain, until Ireland ſhould be ſeparated from 
the Britiſ Crown; and it appears to your 
Committee, that M*Newin was further in- 


firuted to negotiate a Loan of half a Mil- 


lion in France or Spain for the Iriſi Direc- 
tory, on the Security of the Revolution which 
they meditated, but that in this Object of 


his Miſſion he failed altogether:— It appears 


to your Committee, that immediately after 
the Negotiation at Liſie was broken off, In- 
formation of it was ſent from France to 


Valor of the Britiſi Fleet, commanded by 
Lord Duncan. —It appears to your Commit 


the Iriſi Directory, with Aſſurances that the 
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French Government would never abandon 
the Cauſe of the Iriſi Union, nor make 


Peace with Great Britain, until the Separa- 


tion of Ireland from the Briti/h Crown was 
effected; and with freſh Aſſurances of a 
ſpeedy Invaſion, which have frequently been 
renewed fince that Period.—It appears to 
your Committee, that the ſaid M*Newn re- 
turned to this Kingdom in October one thou- 
{and ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, when 


he made his Report to the Iriſi Directory of 


the Reſult of his Miſſion, and that they might 
rely with Confidence on the promiſed Sue- 
cours from France, and it has alſo appeared 
to your Committee that in July or Augu/? 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- 
ſeven, the Iriſſi Directory received a Diſpatch 
from their Minifter at Paris, announcing the 
Dutch Armament in the Texel intended againſt 


this Kingdom, which was baffled and diſcom- 


fited by the ever memorable and perſevering 


tee, that three ſeveral Diſpatches have been 


received by the {ri/: Directory from their 
Miniſter at Paris ſince October one thouſand 


ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven; the two firſt 


contained a Renewal generally of the former 


Ailurances of Friendſhip and Support given 


by the Directory of the French Republic; the 


laſt announced that the projected Invaſion of 
Ireland would be made in the Month of April 


one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety. | 
eight. And it appears to your Committee, 
that a Diſpatch ſor the Directory of the French 


Republic, earneſtly preſſing for the promiſed 
Succours, was made up by the Iriſi᷑ Direc- 


tory, late in December one chouſand ſeven 
hundred and ninety-ſeven, or early in Janu- 
ary, one thouſand feven hundred and ninety- 
eight, which one of them undertook to have 


conveyed to France ; but that the Attempt 


failed. —lt has been ſtated to your Commit 


tee by one of the Rebel Directory of Ireland, 
who was privy to this Act of Treaſon, that 
the Diſpatch was not to be ſent through Great 
Britain; but he did not explain to your Com- 
mittee any Reaſon on which this Aſſertion 


was founded, nor any other Route by which 


the Meſſenger was to make his Way to 
France. The ſeveral Perſons aforeſaid, who 
have ſo confeſſed themſelves to have been 


Members of the Executive Revolutionary Di- 
rectory of the Iriſi Rebels, and acknowledged 


their traitorous Correſpondence and Con- 


nexion with the Directory of the French Re- 


public, have endeavoured to palliate this 
Branch of their Treaſon, by aſcribing it, 
firſt to their Diſapprobation of an Act of 
Parliament paſſed in the Year one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety-ſix, to prevent In- 
ſurreQion,. next to their Diſappointment in 


obtaining a Parliamentary Reform, and laſtly, 


by repreſenting their Diſinclination to nego- 
tiate with France for a greater Force than 
might enable them to ſubvert the Monarchy, 
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and retain the- Government of this Country 
in- their own Hands. 


The Falſehood and Abſurdity of theſe Pre- 


tences are ſo manifeſt that your Committee 
would have thought it unbecoming to advert 
to them in their Report, if theſe avowed 
Traitors to their King and Country had not 
in Part learned thus to palliate their Treaſon 
from Perſons of a very diflerent Deſcription 
in Great Britain and Ireland, who fatally for 
the Peace of this Kingdom and the Security 
of the Briti/h Empire, have during the Pro- 
greſs of this moſt foul and unnatural Rebel- 
lion, from utter Ignorance and Miſinfor- 
mation on the Subject, as your Committee 
muſt preſume, publicly and repeatedly pal- 
liated, if not juſtified, that Syſtem of Treaſon 
which had well nigh involved this once 
happy and flouriſhing Kingdom in all the 


Mliſeries of the French Revolution. —With 


reſpect to the Inſurrection Act your Com- 


mittee have only to obſerve that it paſſed into 


a Law on the twenty- fourth of March one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-fix, and 
was not put into Execution before the four- 


' teenth of November one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ninety fix, on which Day the firſt 
Proclamation, which iſſued under the Pro- 


viſions of it, bears Date, and that the Intro- 
duction of it into the Houfe of Commons was 
long ſubſequent to the Period when it appears 
that the Connexion and Correſpondence of 


the Iriſi Union with the Directory of the 
French Republic firſt commenced ; And that 
it was enacted in Conſequence of a Syſtem of 


Midnight Murder, Robbery and Outrage 


which began in one thouſand ſeven hundred 


and ninety-two, and was ſo matured in one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-fix under 


the Influence and Direction of the Iii Union 


as nearly to depopulate a very confiderable 


Diſtrick in two of the Provinces, of every 
loyal and peaceable Inhabitant of it. With 
Reſpect to Parliamentary Reform your Com- 
mittee have to obſerve that it was diſtinctly 
acknowledged by the Perſons who in their 

down Phraſe have taken upon them to think 


for the People, that no Reform of Parliament 
will ſatisfy them which does not neceſfaril 


involve in it, the ſubverſion of all Eccle 1 
aſtical Eſtabliſhments Proteftant or Popiſn, 
and the gradual Separation of this Kingdom 


from the Britiſi Crown; and that no Plan of 


Reform will ſatisfy them ſhort of an Houſe 
of Commons purely Democratic. — It was 


further alledged by the ſeveral Perſons who 


ſo acknowledged their Traitorous Connexion 
with France, that the immediate Cauſe of 


their eſtabliſhing a reſident Agent at Paris, 
was the Rejection of a Plan of Reform which 
was propoſed in one thouſand feven hundred 


and ninety feven in the Honſe of Commons, 


which Plan they faid would have ſatisfied the 


People. But the palpable falſehood of this 


Aſſertion appears by the Journals of the 
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Houſe ef Commons; for theſe Perſons have 
all corifeffet that their Refident Agent was 
diſpatched by them to Paris in April one 
thouſand feven hundred and ninety-feven, 
with Inſtruckions to negociate a Treaty with 
the Directory of France; and the Propoſition 
for Parliamentary Reform, to the Rejection 
of which they pretend to aſcribe the Miſſion 
of Lewins, was not made till the fifteenth of 
May one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- 
ſeven. As to Catholic Emancipation (as it is 
called) it was admitted by hem all to have 
been a mere Pretence from the firſt Eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Iriſui Union, and that if-they had 
been enabled to ſucceed in their Plan of Re- 


form and Revolution it would have involved 
in it equally the Deſtruction of the Proteſtant 


and Popiſh Religion—The ſaid M*<Newin hav- 
ing diſtinctly acknowledged that the Inten- 
tion was to aboliſh all Church Eſtabliſhment, 
and not to have any Eſtabliſhed Religion, 
and that, for his own Part, he would as ſoon 
eſtabliſh the Mahometan as the Popiſh Reli- 

ion, though he was himſelf a Roman Catho- 
ic. With Reſpect to their Difinclination to 
negociate for a French Force to be ſent into 
this Kingdom of ſufficient Magnitude to con- 
quer it—the Idea of ſetting Bounds to the 
Ambition and Rapacity of that Power, if once 
enabled to eſtabliſh itſelf here, is too abſurd to 
deſerve any Notice; but it appears to your 
Committee, that the Directory of France have 
heretofore declined to ſend any Force to this 
Country which will not enable them to dic- 
tate ſuch Terms to it as they may think fit, 
although it appears to have been urged to 


them, on the Part of the Iriſi Rebels, par- 


ticularly by Lord Edward Fiizgerald, that 

the beſt Expedient for accompliſhing a Revo- 
lution here would be, to diſpatch faſt failing 
Frigates to the Coaſt with fmall Bodies of

Principles, and adopting the Means which 
were ſucceſsfully employed to aboliſh the 
Religion, extirpate the Nobility, and ſubvert 
the Monarchy of France.

ranted in ſtating accurately to correſpond 


with the Plan of revolutionizing this Country, 
which was recommended by Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald. CE ny eps 
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tried, to open their Eyes to the Evils which 


It appears to your Committee, that the 
Government and Legiſlature being ſenſible 
of the Deſigns thus meditated againſt the 
Conſtitution of this Kingdom, felt themſelves 
bound to reſiſt every Demand which was 
made upon them by the ſame Faction, with a 
View to effect their traitorous Purpoſes; and 
as it appears from the Confeſſion of ſome 
of the moſt leading and notorious Traitors 
engaged in this Conſpiracy, that what they 
termed Catholic Emancipation and Parlia- 
mentary Reform were conſidered as the 
ſureſt Means of accompliſhing their rebel- 


lious Projects, your Committee cannot but 


applaud the Wiſdom and Diſcretion of Par- 
liament in withholding their Aſſent to ſuch 
wild and fatal Concefſions-—If any Thing 
was wanting in Proof of their Wiſdom, it 
is ſupplied by a Reſolution entered into by 
the Rebel Provincial Committees of Ul/ter 


and Leinſter on the nineteenth February one 


thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, 


the Day on which a Propoſition was made to 


your Lordſhips of Conceſſion and Concili- 
ation to the People, as a probable Meaſure to 


tranquiliſe the Country. This Reſolution 
was agreed to in the fame Words and on the 


ſame Day, nineteenth February one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, by two Pro- 
vincial Committees, one aſſembled at Armagh, 


the other at Dublin, it has been authenticated 


to your Committee, and appears to have been 


officially reported to the Executive Directory 
of the Rebellious Union, and is in the follow- 
ing Words—“ Reſolved, that we will pay 


< no Attention whatever to any Attempt 
„ that may be made by either Houſe of 


« Parliament to divert the public Mind from 
„the grand Object we have in View, as 


« nothing ſhort of the complete Emancipa- 


c tion of our Country will ſatisfy us.” 


On the whole your Committee attribute 
the Salvation of this Kingdom to the vigorous 


and decifive Meaſures of the Executive Go- 


vernment, adopted in March one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, and purſued 


from the ſame Period; and to the. Firmneſs 
of Parliament, who, always diſpoſed to pro- 


mote the Welfare and Happineſs of the 


People, have evinced a determined Reſolu- 
tion never to yield to the Artifices of Trai- 


tors, what is intended only for the Subverſion 
f the Conſtitution—But your Committee 
think it their bounden Duty to ſtate to your 


Lordſhips, that although it appears to them, 
that the Syſtem of Treaſon and Rebellion 


which had been eſtabliſhed, is for the preſent 


conſiderably ſhaken, yet that having fatally 


taken deep Root in the Country, it will 
require unceaſing Vig1lance and Attention, in 


every Department of the State, to guard 


againſt the Revival of it. —Your Committee 
have to lament deeply the Facility with 


which the lower Orders of the People may 


be ſeduced from their Allegiance, and cannot 


but repreſent to your Lordſhips their decided 
Opinion, that no Effort ſhould remain un-

they have invariably ſuffered by yielding to 
Seduction, and to the wicked Artifices of 
that traitorous Aſſociation, which has already 


involved them in extreme and complicated 


Miſeries. | 

Your Committee have thought it their 
Duty to annex by Way of Appendix to this 
Report, the Confeſſions of their Treaſons 


made on Oath, by ſome of the moſt notorious 


and leading Traitors, who have been en- 
gaged in this Conſpiracy, and who have 
thrown themſelves on his Majeſty's clemency. 

And your Committee beg Leave alſo to 
refer your Lordſhips to the Report of the 
Committee of Secrecy of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, which will be found to contain moſt 


Intereſting and important Details upon this 
Subject, all of which are fully illuſtrated

No. 1. Examination of John Hughes. 
Friday, 3d Auguſt, 1798. 
Jon Hughes, of Belfaſt ſworn, 
Says about five Years ago, in the Year one 


thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety three, 
he was admitted a Member of the firſt So- 


ciety of United Iriſhmen in Belfaſt; the So. 


ciety conſiſted of about ſeventy of the leading 
People in Buſineſs in Belſaſt, ſuch as Mr. 
M Cabe, Mr. Boyd, Mr. Watt, and Perſons of 


that Deſcription. There were four or five 


other Societies of the ſame: Kind then in 
 Belfaſi. There was no Oath on Admiſſion 
at that Time; the Members took a Teſt 
only; he did not attend much to the Society, 


and the Syſtem of one thouſand ſeven hun- 


dred and ninety-three fell into diſuſe. © _ 
About July, one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and ninety fix, he became a Member of a 


Society (which regenerated under the preſent 


Syſtem of the United Iriſimen) in Belfaſt; it 


was called the Firſt Society of United Iri/hmen 


in Bel aſt; Robert Orr, then a Chandler in 


Belfaſt, adminiſtered the Oath. on his Admiſ- 


Hon; the Oath he took is exactly the ſame 


as that which is ſet out in the printed Con- 
ſtitutions. That Society conſiſted of the 


following Perſons, namely, the ſaid Robert 
| Browne, and 
two or three other Perſons whoſe Names 


Orr, Thomas Richardſon, - 


he did not know, and to whom he was and 
is yet an utter-Stranger. He ſuppoſes he 
was brought by Orr to that Society, becauſe 


the 
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the other Members of it were Strangers 
to him, for at that Time it was neceſſary 
that fix United Iri/hmen ſhould be preſent 
when'a new Member was ſworn. Soon after 
he formed a Society of United Tri/hmen him- 
ſelf in Belfaſt.— That Society conſiſted of the 
following Perſons, namely, Mr. Robert Hun- 
ter, of Belfaſt, Broker; John Tiſdall, of Belfa/}, 
Notary Public; _ Maclean, of Belfa/}, 
Watch-maker; Henry Hageleti, of Belfaſt, 
Merchant; Samuel Maclean, of Belfaſt, Mer- 
" chant; Thomas Me Donnell, of Belfa/t, Gro- 
cer; James Luke, of Belfaſt, Linen Factor; 
Hug Crawford, of Belfaji, Merchant; Wil- 
liam Thompſon, of Belfajt, Linen Merchant; 
Adam M*Lean, of 2 8 Woollen Draper; 
aller Crawford, of Belſaſt, Iron Merchant; 
Hugh Dunlap, of Belfaſt, Builder; and Wil- 
liam Hogg, of Belfaſt, Linen Factor. 

He was Secretary to the Society and brought 
the Prayer-book to {wear in the Members, 
they took the Book, and he alſo furniſhed 
them with the Conſtitution, and they took 
the Oath at the Table.—After the Expiration 
of his Office of Secretary to the Society, 


which was about three Months after he 


formed it, he did not attend regularly, and 
was not an active Member. —In the Month of 


November, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 


ninety-ſix, Bartholemew Teeling, then of Dun- 
dall, Linen Merchant, met him in Belfa}t ; 
he had been well acquainted with Teeling be- 
fore that Time, and each knew the other to 
be an United Iriſhman. — Teelins aſked him 


if he could ſpare a Fortnight or three Weeks 


to go to Dublin for the Purpole of promoting 
and extending the Societies of United Ir iſh- 
men there; he did not underſtand that Teeling 
then held any Office in the Syſtem, but that 
he was acting from Zeal in the Cauſe; he 


conſented to go to Dublin for the Purpoſe ; 


he did not ſtipulate for being paid or reim- 
burſed his Expenſes. He did not receive any 
Letters of Introduction from Teeling, but 1eel- 
ing directed him, verbally, to call upon 
Edward-John Lewins, of Beresford-/Ireet, Dub- 
lin, and to communicate with him upon the 
| beſt Means of extending the Syſtem of Unzted 
Iriſhmen im Dublin.—It was Part of the Syſ- 


tem to avoid writing as much as poſſible, and 


no Perſon was employed in the confidential 


Buſineſs or Miſſions of the Society, whoſe 


Character was not a ſufficient Voucher for 
him.—He went to Dublin accordingly, and 


. called upon Lewins. He told Lewins, that 


Mr. Teeling had directed him to call upon 
him, in order to be informed of the Situation 
and the Progreſs of the Societies in Dublin, 
that he might (if he could be uſeful) aſſiſt in 
promoting and extending them. Leu ins told 
him, that the Societies were gaining Ground 
in Dublin and extending in the Country, and 
Lewins (upon Conſideration) was of Opinion, 
that he could not be uſeful in Dublin, as his 
Acquaintance was very limited there. —He vi- 
ated Lewins generally once a Day whillt he 


remained in Dublin, and frequently dined with 
him. The Company at his Table were gene- 
rally Clergymen, and ſome of them Foreign- 
ers; he thinks it likely they were Prieſts — 
He ſtaid in Dublin about three Weeks at that 
Time. — Teeling came to Dublin whilſt he was 
there, and lodged in the ſame Houſe with 
him, the Belfaſt Hotel in Capel-/Ireet.— Teelins 
ſtaid about three Days in Dublin at that Time, 
and nothing particular paſſed between them 
there.—He did not attend or fit in any So- 
ciety of United Iri/hmen during the Time he 
ſtaid in Dublin. 

He returned to Beſſaſt in December, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-fix. He 
was ill with a Rheumatiſm for ſome Time 
after his Return to Belfaſt, and was not at 
the Town Meeting which was held in Con- 
ſequence of the French being in Bantry Bay. 


He did not attend the Societies from Mo- 
tives of Caution, but ſpoke to the young 


Men who were concerned, in the Daytime, 
in the Street, or when they called at his 


Houſe to aſk his Opinion.—He continued 


ſuch cautious Conduct till ſhortly before the 


Lent Aſſizes one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
ninety-teven, when Mr. James M*Guckin the 


Attorney, requeſted him to go to Dublin in 
order to get a Licenſe for Counſellor Curran 
to be concerned for the Priſoners then in the 
ſeveral Gaols on the North Faſt Circuit, 


charged as Unzted Irihmen.—He accordingly 


went to Dublin, and at the deſire of Mr. 
M*Guckin waited upon Mr. Curran, to know 
whether he would attend as Counſel for the 
Priſoners at the Aſſizes.— Mr. Curran ſaid 
he would, but would expect to receive one 


hundred Guineas as a Fee for each and every 


Town he ſhould be deſired to go to.—He 
told Mr. Curran he ſhould have the Money, 
and he paid him fifty Pounds as a retaining 
Fee, and appointed him to attend at Mo- 
naghan Aſſi zes firſt, and he would there be 


informed what other Towns he ſhould be 


required to attend at. — His general di- 
rections from M*Guckin were to get Curran 
down, on as cheap Terms as he could, but 
to get him down at all Events.—He did not 


attend at Monaghan, or Armagh Aſſizes, but 
he attended at the then enſuing Aſſizes at 


Carrickfergus. —Mr. Francis Jordan of Bel faſt. 


Merchant, was Treaſurer for the County of 


Antrim, and collected the Money. Has heard 


moſt of the Gentlemen in Beſſaſt ſubſcribed, 
that Cunningham Gregg paid twenty Guineas, 


Charles Rankin paid twenty Guineas, William 
Sinclaire paid twenty Guineas, Robert Thomp- 


on paid ten Guineas for himſelf, five Guineas 


for his Son, and five Guineas for his Daugh- 
ter.—Never heard that the Sub-ſheriff of 
Antrim received any Money from the Pri- 


ſoners or their Agent, but heard that Huge 


M Key, ſub-ſheriff of the County of Doron, was 
paid thirty Guineas for returning a partial 
Pannel, and that Alexander Lowry, of Linnen 
Hill, paid him the Money, viz. ten Guineas 
, , PRO before 
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. before, the Trials came on, and twenty Gui- 


neas after the Aſſizes were over.—Believes 
the Subſcriptions for the County of. Antrim 


then amounted to ſeven hundred Pounds and 


upwards, and the Subfcriptions for the 


County of Down amounted to nine hundred 
Pounds and upwards. Alexander Lowry was 


the Treaſurer for Down, he repaid him the 
Money he had advanced, vz. the fifty 


Pounds that he had paid to Mr. Curran as 


a retaining Fee, and about two hundred 
Pounds that he had paid for Licenſes for 
Mr. Curran. He underſtood then in every 
Convexſation he had, that Down and Antrim 
were prepared to riſe and prevent any capi. 
tal Conviction being executed. — At the Lent 
Aſſizes of Antrim or Down, Lowry and Teel- 


ing requeſted him to meet them in Dublin 


early in ſune following; they did not ac- 
quaint him upon what Buſineſs they deſired 
to ſee him in Dublin, he ſuppoſed it was to 


| late to People in Dublin, the Situation of 


Belfaſt, or ſuch other Part of the Neigh- 


bourhood as he was acquainted with.—He 
conſented to meet them in Dublin.—A few 


Days afterwards he received a Note from 
Mr. John Magenis of Balealy, defiring him 


to ſee him immediately at Balealy. He re- 
ceived this Note on a Saturday. He went 
to Balealy on the next Day and met Mage- 
nis. Magenis told him it would be neceſſary 


for him to go to Dublin, where he would 


meet Lowry and Teeling and other Friends, 
but that he muſt firſt take an Obligation. 
Magenis then adminiſtered an Oath to him 
that he would not mention the Names of 


any of the Perſons he ſhould be introduced 
to, or with whom he ſhould communicate in 


Dublin — He took that Oath, and on ſame 
Day ſet out from Balealy to Banbridge where 


he took a Place in the Mail Coach for Dublin, 


thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven,— 
He met Lowry and Teeling in Dublin, they 


aſked him if he had ſeen Magenis.— He told 
them he had. Lory and Teeling then in- 
formed him that there was to be a National 
| Meeting in Dublin at that Time, of Delegates 
from the different Provinces of Ireland under 

the Organization of United Iriſimen, in order 

to receive a general Return of the Strength 
of the United Triſhmen, and to determine 
whether an Inſurrection would be then prac- . 
ticable, and Lowry and Teeling told him the 
| Reaſon they defired him to meet them in 


Dublin was, to give his Opinion of the 


Strength and Readineſs of Down and Anirim 


to aid the Inſurrection, ſo far as he was ca- 
pable of judging.—He ſaid his Opinion was, 


that as the People were in a great Meaſure 


diſarmed at that Time, the Majority of them 


would not riſe or join the Inſurretion.— 


Teeling ſaid his Opinion was otherwiſe ; he 


| ſaid Louth was anxious to riſe: Lowry ſaid 
Down was alſo anxious to riſe.— Lowry and

Teeling afterwards told him that the National 
Meeting had taken Place at John Fackſon's in 


Church-Street, Dublin, and that the Delegates 


had agreed to proceed to ACtion.—Teeling 
ſhewed him a Map of Ireland at his 
(Teeling's) Lodgings in Aungier-Street, on 


which the Plan of the Inſurrection was de- 


ſcribed, and the Points marked to which 
certain numbers of Men were to be brought. 
—He underſtood that the Map ſo marked, 
had been prepared by Tome Iriſi Officers 
who had been in the Au/tr7an Service, who 
expreſſed their Opinion decidedly, that the 


People were not in a State of Preparation to 
make a ſucceſsful Inſurrection, being defici- 
ent in Arms and Ammunition.—The Dele- 
gates left Dublin in order to raiſe their reſ- 
pective Counties, and to take the Field.— — 


They collected the Colonels in each County 
in order to give them Directions for bringing 
out their Regiments ;—The Colonels of the 


County of Antrim refuſed to come forward. — 
The Colonels of the County of Down agreed 
to bring their Regiments forward. The other 
Counties in Ul/ter were diſinclined to come 
forward, and therefore the intended Inſur- 


rection did not take Place. Lory told him 


what had paſſed at the Meeting of the Down 
Colonels, and he underſtood the Reſult of 
the Applications to the Colonels of the other 


Counties, from Converſations with many 


People in Belfaſt at that Time. —Whilſt he 
was in Dublin in ſune, one thouſand ſeven 


hundred and ninety-ſeven, Teelins invited 
him to Breakfaſt one Morning at his Lodg. 
ings in Aungier-Street, and told him he 


ſhould ſee ſome Friends; he went there 
accordingly, and met at Breakfaſt there, and 


after Breakfaſt on the ſame Day, at other 
Lodgings which Teeling had in the ee 


Hotel, in Cope-Street, the following Perſons, 
where he arrived the next Morning; this John Magenis, of Balealy, in the County of 
was ſome Days before the fifth of June, one

M Nevin. — The Converſation turned upon 
the State of the Country, and its Preparation 
and Fitneſs at that Time to begin the Inſur- 


rection; in the Courſe of it, the Opinions of 


the before mentioned Perſons difiered, ſome 
of them preſſed for the Inſurrection com- 
mencing immediately, particularly Teeling, 


Lowry, and M<Cann; ſome of the others 


were of Opinion, that however Ver might

Monger, (as he believes his Chriſtian Name 
and Trade to be) and Colonel James Plunket ; 
he attended ſaid Meeting by the Direction of 


Lowry and Teeling to hear the Report of the 


Colonels of the County of Antrim ; the Re- 
port was brought to the Meeting (by a Per. 
ſon of the Name of Dunn, as he believes) 
who was Clerk to Bartly, Black, and Co. of 


Larne, accompanied by the Reverend Arthur 
M Aan, of Hollywood. —The Report from 


the Colonels was read by Dunn. The firſt 


Reſolution was, as he beſt recolleC&ts, that it

Expedition, and their Troops receive 27% 
pay whilſt they acted here.—This Anſwer 
was ſent to Paris by a ſpecial Meſſenger, 
and the French Directory promiſed that the 
Succours thus demanded ſhould be ſent. 


About October or November one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety-fix, a Meſſenger 
came from France to the 1ri/h Directory with 
Intelligence that the promiſed, Succours might 
be ſpeedily expected, and deſiring to know 
the State of Preparation of this Country.— 
The Force to be ſent by France was ſtated 


to be fifteen thouſand Men and a great 


Quantity of Arms and Ammunition, and I 
think if they had landed when they came to 
Bantry an Inſurtection would have taken 
Place in the North of Ireland. 


After the French Expedition at Bantry had 


failed, there was no Communication with 


the Executive Directory of the Irini Union

took, and alſo to Spain for the Intereſt which 
ſhe felt in the affairs of Ireland. It engaged 
on the Part of the Iriſi National Executive 
Directory to reimburſe the Expenſes of France 
in the Expedition which had failed, and of 
any other which might be undertaken.—The 
Number of Troops demanded was a Force 
not exceeding ten thouſand nor leſs than five 
thouſand Men.—It ſtated that a Brigade of 
Engliſh Artillery had been already ſent over, 
and that a large Body of Troops would pro- 
bably be ſent from Great Britain if Ireland 
was attacked. —A conſiderable Quantity of 
Artillery and Ammunition with a large Staff 


and Body of Engineers, and as many Iriſh 
Officers as poſſible, whoſe Fidelity they were 


aſſured of, were demanded as neceſſary to 


accompany the Expedition.—A Recommen- 
dation was given to ſeparate the 1ri/h Seu- 


men who were Priſoners of War from the 
Briti ſi, ſuppoſing the former would be ready 


to join in an Expedition to liberate their 


Country. It further recommended a Procla- 
mation to be publiſhed by the French General 
on his arrival here, that the French came as 
Allies to deliver the Country, not to conquer 


it—lt alſo recommended to the Directory of 
the French Republic to make the Independ- 
ence of Ireland an indiſpenſable Condition of 
the Treaty of Peace then depending at Liſle, 
and ſtated that a Proceeding ſo authentic, 
could not be diſguiſed or miſrepreſented, and 
would very much encourage the People of 
Ireland to perliſt in their Exertions to at- 


— It contained alſo an 
Aſſurance that the Irish Militia would join

Immediately after this Memoir was given

His Troops, by the Breadth of the Streets, 
are obliged to have a very narrow Front, 


and however Numerous only three Men deep 
can be brought into Action, which in the 
wideſt of our Streets, cannot be more than 
ſixty Men, as a Space muſt he left on each 
Side or Flank, for the Men who diſcharge to 
retreat to the Rear, that their Places may be 
occupied by the next in Succeſſion, who are 


loaded, ſo though there are a thouſand men 
in a Street, not more than fixty can act at 


one Time; and ſhould they be attacked by an 
irregular Body armed with Pikes or ſuch 
bold Weapons, if the fixty Men in Front 
were defeated, the whole Body, however 
Numerous, are unable to aſſiſt, and immedi- 
ately become a ſmall Mob in Uniform, from 


the Inferiority of Number, in Compariſon

Governments, we think every loyal Subject 
who regards the Liberties of his Country, 

called upon to rally round the Conſtitution

ed to upwards of {ix Millions, two ſeven- 


teenths of which Sums, (the propoſed Propor- 
tion) amount to upwards of four Millions 
four hundred thouſand. Pounds, which Sum 


added to the preſent Intereſt of the Debt 
incurred by Ireland, and the Diſcharge of her 


Annuities, amounting to one Million four 
hundred thouſand Pounds, and the Intereſt 


to 
about two hundred and fifty thouſand Pounds, 


will make the annual Charge upon Ireland 
to amount to fix Millions fifty thouſand 


Pounds, it appears to us, that the Produce of 
Chancellor declared,

exceed two Millions eight hundred thouſand 
Pounds, and conſequently, they will fall ſhort 
by three Millions two hundred and fifty 
thouſand Pounds of the Sum neceſſary to diſ- 
charge ſuch proportionate Part of the Expen- 
ſes of the Empire. In order to aſcertain the 
relative Abilities of the two Nations, their 
reſpective Balances of Trade with the whole 
World have been compared, and it appears 
{rom thence, that ſuch Balance in favor of 
Great Britain amounts to the Sum of fourteen 
Millions eight hundred thouſand Pounds, and 
that ſuch Balance in favor of Ireland accord- 
ing to the Returns laid before this Houſe, 
amount to the ſum of five hundred and nine 
thouſand three hundred and twelve Pounds, 
taking therefore the Balance of Trade as a 
Criterion of Ability, the proportion would be 
as twenty-nine to one. Enquiry likewiſe 
having been made into the current Caſh in 
Circulation in both Kingdoms, it appears, 
that in the Year one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and ſeventy ſeven, the current Caſh in Great 
Britain was calculated at forty-three Millions 
nine hundred and fifty Pounds, and it 1s 
computed by Perſons the beſt informed upon 
that Subject in this Kingdom, that the cur- 
rent Call in Ireland may now amount to 
between three Millions and three Millions 
and an half, taking it therefore at the latter, 
the Proportion ſhould be at twelve to one. 
Conſidering it in another very eſſential Point 
of View, the Influx and Efflux of Money into 
the reſpective Kingdoms, it appears that 
Great Britain receives by Remittances to 
Perſons having Property in the E/ and 
Je Indies who refide in Great Britain four 
Millions Sterling, we do not know of any 
Influx of Money into Ireland, ſave that of 
ive hundred and nine thouſand three hun- 
dred and twelve Pounds, the Balance of her 
Trade, and it appears to us, that ſhe annually 
remits to Great Britain on Account of her 
Debts, the Sum of ſeven hundred and twenty 
thouſand Pounds, and on Account of the Pay 
of three thouſand two hundred and thirty- 
four Men ſerving in Great Britain, the Sum 
of one hundred and one thouſand five hun- 


dred and ſeventy Pounds. Theſe annual 


Drains, together with the Remittances to 
Abſentees, (probably little ſhort of two Mil- 
lions) we confider to have occaſioned the 
high Rate of Exchange with Great Britain 

during the laſt twelve Months, from three 


to five per Cent. above Par, notwithſtanding | 
that during that Period, three Millions have 


been borrowed in Great Britain and remitted 
to Ireland. We do not know of any Fund 
- to reſort to for raiſing the ſaid Deficiency of

The 
facility of railing Money in Great Britain 
and the Difficulty found in raiſing any in 
Treland, clearly demonſtrates the Opulence 
of the one Nation and the Poverty of the 
other. Under ſuch Circumſtances, it appears 
to us, that if this Kingdom ſhould take up- 
on herſelf irrevocably the Payment of two 
ſeventeenths of ſuch Expenſes, ſhe will not 
have Means to perform her Engagement, 
unleſs by charging her landed Property with 
twelve or thirteen Shillings in the Pound, it
